3 That any officer or employee in any department or agency 

4 of the Federal Government who wishes to make his person- 

5 nel and^confiffim^^files^available in any committee of the 

6 Congress or any investigating committee created by the 

7 Congress for the purpose of refuting any rumor, suspicion, 

8 innuendo, or charge, direct or indirect, formal or inf or mal , 

9 may, in writing, request the head of such department or 

10 agency to release or make available his personnel and con-

3 able forthwith to any committee of Congress or any in-
